Halifax regional council did a 
complete 360 on Tuesday, agree¬ 
ing in principle to sell the St. 
Patrick’ s-Alexandra school site to 
a developer. 

In December, council voted to 
sell to Jono Developments Ltd., 
then rescinded that motion 
Jan. 11 after community outrage. 

Under HRM’s policy, commu¬ 
nity groups were supposed to get 
90 days to put together a busi¬ 
ness case before the property was 
put up for sale, but in reality the 
community found out about the 
request for proposals shortly 
before it closed. 

But it’s not over yet. In order 
to officially sell the property, the 
policy needs to be repealed and 
that can’t happen until the next 
council meeting.

Metro showed lawyers for both 
Jono Developments and the com¬ 
munity groups threatened legal 
action. 

A letter from lawyer Ronald 
Pink on behalf of the non-prof¬ 


its was received by HRM on Tues¬ 
day. It said if council doesn’t give 
them the 90 days, "it will be 
inevitable that legal action will 
follow." 

But Jane Moloney, executive 
director of the North End Com¬ 
munity Health Centre, said Tues¬ 
day no decision on legal action 
has been made. 

A letter from Jono Develop¬ 
ments received by HRM on Mon¬ 
day said if the city doesn’t hon¬ 
our the contract then, "it will 
leave us with no alternative but 
to rely upon the legal authorities 
set by this country." 

Coun. Jerry Blumenthal, 
for one, was worried about 
legal action during Tuesday’s 
meeting. 

And several councillors said 
giving the communities 90 days 
to come up with a plan would be 
giving them false hope.

Building to work for everybody: Developer ^ 


Both the developer and the 
community groups in¬ 
volved in St. Patrick’s- 
Alexandra sale say they’re 
going to “regroup.” 

On Tuesday, Halifax re¬ 
gional council approved in 
principle the sale of the 
former school to Jono De¬ 
velopments Ltd. for a 
mixed-use development. 
Joe Metlege, president of 
Jono, told reporters on 
Tuesday the delay cost 
him. 

“The city still has al¬ 
most $300,000 of our mon¬ 
ey (as a deposit) and we 


have passed up on other 
opportunities,” he said. 
“You’re sort of in this busi¬ 
ness purgatory and you 
don’t know what to do and 
when to do it.” 

He wouldn’t say how 
much he proposed to pay 
for the site, but it was in 
the millions and fair mar¬ 
ket value. 

Metlege said he’ll be 
working closely with the 
community to design a 
building that works for 
everybody. He added all 
three non-profits who is¬ 
sued proposals for the site, 


and lost, will be welcome 
around the table, along 
with other charities. 

The economic spinoff 
for the community could 
be more than $100 mil¬ 
lion, he said, but it will 
take years to build. 

Jane Moloney, executive 
director of the North End 
Community Health Cen¬ 
tre, one of the non-profits 
involved in the St. Pat’s 
deal, said the fight is far 
from over. 

“For us it will be an op¬ 
portunity for us to re¬ 
group, the groups have

O Buy local idea for procurement 
debated, defeated at council

The buy-local issue 
sparked quite a bit of de¬ 
bate around the council 
table on Tuesday night. 

Coun. Dawn Sloane 
asked for a staff report 
looking into giving HRM 
businesses a leg up when 
bidding for HRM tenders. 

While councillors were 
divided on the issue, 
some said having a docu¬ 
ment that would outline 
the pros and cons of a 
buy-local rule would be 
helpful. 

But in the end, council 
voted down the motion 
for a staff report. 

Buying local is great for 
meat and vegetables, but 
not when it comes to cer¬ 


tain industries, said Coun. 
Tim Outhit. 

“We’ve got to be able to 
sell to the world,” he said. 
“I’m very, very worried 
this is not sending the 
right message.” 

The issue came up earli¬ 
er this month when a Dart¬ 
mouth firm, Intelivote 
Systems Inc., lost a con¬ 
tract to a Spanish compa¬ 
ny, Scytl Secure Electronic 
Voting. 

The head of Intelivote 
told Metro the loss might 
impact the company’s sur¬ 
vival. 

Coun. Darren Fisher 
suggested a possible com¬ 
promise and a tie breaker 
if a local company is close 
to an out-of-town bid. 

A few extra bonus “lo¬ 
cal” points could work, he 
said.

O HRM’s snow removal boss addresses criticism over 
municipality’s handling of last week’s storm

The man responsible for 
snow removal in HRM says 
there was nothing they 
could do to improve snow 
removal during last Fri¬ 
day’s storm. 

Ken Reashor said the 
cold temperatures thwart¬ 
ed municipal efforts to salt 
the roads during the storm 
that brought more than 10 
centimetres of snow to 
parts of HRM. 

“The temperature level 
wouldn’t allow the salt to 
work,” he said on Tuesday 
“Once cars got on any of it 
at all it just hard packed 
and formed ice ... It’s no 
different than your drive¬ 
way.” 

Reashor said there’s 
nothing the municipality 
can do in that situation.

“(People) think the serv¬ 
ice level was less than what 
it was before, and in fact 
the service level standards 
didn’t change, it’s just our 
ability to clean the streets 
effectively (was hindered) 
by the temperature,” he 
said. 

Both the municipality 


and province have come 
under criticism for their 
snow removal efforts. 
While that’s a common 
enough occurrence in No¬ 
va Scotia politics, one 
councillor said the amount 
of complaints he’s received 
is unprecedented. 

“Clearly the public was¬ 
n’t happy with the 
progress that was (made) 
during this snow removal 
system,” said East Dart¬ 
mouth Coun. Darren Fish¬ 
er. “Two or three days later, 
there’s still snow and ice 
on the side streets.” 

Fisher said there’s an 
upcoming meeting be¬ 
tween councillors and the 
municipality’s winter 
works division on Feb. 16. 

“This is something that 
we’ve got to get better at, 
because we’ve got to be 
prepared for all of this 
stuff,” Fisher said.

Coun. Jim Smith’s idea of a 
resident-led task force to 
look at the root causes of 
crime in HRM was sent to 
the HRM police 
commission for its input. 

At Halifax regional coun¬ 
cil on Tuesday, Smith said 
he was worried the task 
force might die at the com¬ 
mission. He said it’s not 
about the police, it’s about 
the community. 

“I’m asking council to 
do something with the resi¬ 
dents,” he said. 

Smith also said it’s not 
to replace the mayor’s 
Roundtable on Violence, as 
that focuses on municipal 
mandates. He said they’ve 
heard from the police and 
the experts, he wants to 
hear from the residents. 

The task force would be 
made up of three to five 
residents who would talk 
to other HRM residents, es¬ 
pecially in the most 
impacted areas, about the 
societal problems that lead 
to crime. Smith said he 
wants the provincial 


government’s participation 
and would ask the task 
force to come back within 
three months with a full re¬ 
port with 
recommendations. 

“I think resident involve¬ 
ment is crucial,” agreed 
Coun. Bany Daliymple, 
adding crime “is a major is¬ 
sue in our municipality 


and I think we can do bet¬ 
ter.” 

Several councillors said 
the task force belongs with 
the police commission be¬ 
cause police involvement 
would be needed. 

“This is why we have a 
police commission,” said 
Coun.

Halifax regional council 
gave its early approval to 
commit money in the up¬ 
coming budget to buy new 
buses. 

HRM inked a contract 
with Nova Bus in Septem¬ 
ber to build several buses 
in the coming years. 


But because the buses 
need to be ordered a year 
in advance, HRM staff 
needed council to give pre¬ 
approval in the capital 
budget. 

So about $12 million 
was approved for 
replacing buses, nearly $4 


million for expanding the 
fleet, and $700,000 for Ac- 
cess-A-Bus replacement. 

That translates into 17 
buses to replace older 
ones, five buses for expan¬ 
sion, and nine replace¬ 
ment Access-A-Buses.

A Nova Scotia judge won’t 
view a recording of a police 
interview with a man 
accused of manslaughter 
and aggravated assault in 
the death of his seven-week 
old daughter. 

Judge Felix Cacchione of 
the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court ruled on Tuesday 
that he’s not required to 
watch the entire video of a 
July 2009 interrogation of 
Ashiqur Rahman in a Hali¬ 
fax police cell. 

Rahman’s defence 
lawyer had asked 
Cacchione to view the 
video in its entirety after 
the Crown repeatedly ques¬ 
tioned Rahman on 
inconsistencies between 
his statements to police 
and his testimony. 

Portions of the video 
were played before the 
court during the Crown’s 
cross-examination of Rah¬ 
man. 

The Crown has argued 
that Rahman’s testimony 
painted a favourable 
picture of his treatment of 
his daughter and former

girlfriend Jane Gomes, con¬ 
trasting what he told 
police. 

Rahman has pleaded not 
guilty in the child’s death. 

He has maintained he 
never assaulted Gomes or 
their daughter, Aurora 
Breakthrough, who died at 
the IWK Health Centre one 
day after being taken to 
hospital suffering from a 
massive brain injury. 

Gomes testified in 
December that Rahman as¬ 
saulted her and, in one in¬ 
stance, grabbed Aurora by 
the hands and feet and 
shook her repeatedly.

According to Mexican 
news site noroeste.com, 
Nabb was found severely 
beaten in a pool of blood in 
an elevator at the five-star 
resort Hotel Riu Emerald 
Bay last Saturday morning. 

“Every bone in her face 
was broken,” her uncle, 
Robert Prosser, reached at 
his home in Kingston, N.S., 
told Metro on Monday.

Sex killer’s wife to fight 
appeal of media ban

Ontario’s top court is 
granting an appeal of a 
sweeping publication ban 
on the divorce of convicted 
sex killer Russell Williams. 

But most of the provi¬ 
sions of the ban will re¬ 
main in effect for 14 days 
so that Williams’ es¬ 
tranged wife can take steps 
to challenge the decision if 
she wishes, according to 
the 28-page decision re¬ 
leased Tuesday by the On¬ 
tario Court of Appeal. 

Maiy Jane Binlcs, the Ot¬ 
tawa lawyer representing 
Williams’ wife, said her 
client will ask to take the 
matter to the country’s 
highest court. A lower- 
court judge had banned 
publication of details about 
the former colonel’s wife 
including her name and ad¬ 
dress.

A barge carrying a crane 
and other equipment 
hitched itself to the top¬ 
pled Costa Concordia on 
Tuesday, signalling the 
start of preliminary opera¬ 
tions to remove a half-mil- 
lion gallons of fuel from 
the grounded cruise ship 
before it leaks into the 
pristine Tuscan sea. 

Actual pumping of the 
oil isn’t expected to begin 
until Saturday, but teams 
from the Dutch shipwreck 
salvage firm Smit were 
working on the bow of the 
Concordia on Tuesday and 
divers were to make un¬ 


derwater inspections to 
identify the precise loca¬ 
tions of the fuel tanks. 

They were at work on 
the now-hitched Meloria 
barge as divers who blast¬ 
ed through a submerged 
section of the third-floor 
deck located another body 
from the wreckage, bring¬ 
ing the death toll to 16. 

The Concordia ran 
aground and capsized off 
the Tuscan island of Giglio 
on Jan. 13, after the cap¬ 
tain veered from his ap¬ 
proved course and gashed 
the ship’s hull on a reef, 
forcing the panicked evac¬ 


uation of 4,200 passengers 
and crew. 

The 16 bodies found so 
far include the one located 
on the third-floor deck 
Tuesday Seven of the bad¬ 
ly decomposed bodies re¬ 
main unidentified and are 
presumed to be among 
some of the 17 passengers 
and crew still unaccounted 
for. On Tuesday, the U.S. 
ambassador to Italy, David 
Thorne, was at Giglio’s 
port where he had lunch 
with relatives of two miss¬ 
ing Americans, Gerald and 
Barbara Heil of Minnesota.

of world affairs and “their 
ideas on how to secure a 


brighter future.” 

The world of television 
talk shows is a new one for 
the 40-year-old Australian, 
whose group has orches¬ 
trated the biggest mass-dis¬ 
closures of secret 


documents in U.S. history. 
But the statement argued 
that Assange was uniquely 
qualified for the role given 
his past as “a pioneer for a 
more just world and a vic¬ 
tim of political repression.”

Eatery DougieDog Hot 
Dogs introduced a $100 
wiener to its menu Tues¬ 
day. 

The Dragon Dog is made 
up of a foot-long bratwurst 
infused with 100-year-old 
Louis XIII cognac — which 
has a price tag of $2,000 — 
Kobe beef seared in olive 
and truffle oil, fresh lob¬ 
ster, and picante sauce 

“When people have 
food, you have to be able 
to taste the different 
tastes. People have the 
chance to taste each (indi¬ 
vidual ingredient),” said 
Dougie Luv, owner of 
DougieDog Hot Dogs and a 
hotdog connoisseur. “All 
the tastes intertwine with 
each other.” 

The Dragon Dog may 
seem extravagant for some 
taste buds, but Luv insists 
it remains true to the origi¬ 
nal hot dog. 


“I didn’t want to change 
the concept of a hotdog. 
We wanted to inspire it 
and bring it to the next 
level,” he said. “It’s a hot¬ 
dog that anyone would 
love.” 

No one has ordered the 
pricey wiener yet, but Luv 
says it will remain a per¬ 
manent feature on the 
menu. 


However, patrons look¬ 
ing to take a bite out of the 
dog will need to place 
their order 12 hours in ad¬ 
vance so the special ingre¬ 
dients can be prepped. 

Luv’s creation was 
named the world’s most 
expensive hot dog after 
beating out the $69 Haute 
Dog found at Serendipity 
restaurant in New York. 


Paper-clip 
dentist pleads 
guilty in court 

A former dentist in the 
U.S. has pleaded guilty 
to fraud for using paper 
clips instead of stainless 
steel posts in root 
canals. 

Michael Clair will be 
sentenced next Monday 
after pleading guilty last 
week in a Massachusetts 
court to a variety of 
charges, including 
defrauding a 
government health pro¬ 
gram of $130,000, 
assault and batteiy, ille¬ 
gally prescribing 
prescription drugs, and 
witness intimidation. 

Authorities say 
instead of stainless steel 
posts for root canals, he 
used sections of paper 
clips — which can cause 
pain and even infection 
— in an effort to save 
money. 

Attorney General 
Martha Coakley says pa¬ 
per clips can sometimes 
be used temporarily, but 
the 53-year-old Clair 
used the paper clips as a 
permanent fix. Clair’s 
licence to practise den¬ 
tistry was suspended in 
Massachusetts in 2006.

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IMF cuts 
Canada’s 
growth forecast 

Canada’s recovery is being 
dragged down by a cascad¬ 
ing crisis in Europe and 
weakening conditions 
elsewhere, the 
International Monetary 
Fund suggests in its latest 
economic outlook. 

The Washington-based 
monitor of global 
financial affairs said Tues¬ 
day that Canada’s econo¬ 
my will likely now grow 
by only 1.7 per cent, more 
than half a point below 
2011’s 2.3 per cent 
advance. The new forecast 
is three notches lower 
than the Bank of Canada’s 
estimate last week — and 
two-tenths of a point low¬ 
er than the IMF’s own pre¬ 
vious call in September. 

The IMF doesn’t see the 
economy in Canada 
strengthening much in 
2013. Unlike the central 
bank, which predicts 2.8 
per cent expansion, it says 
Canada’s recovery will be

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Women’s groups condemn tabloids

to the portrayal of women in media

Britain’s inquiry into media 
ethics shifted its focus away 
from phone hacking Tues¬ 
day to look into how 
women are portrayed in 
U.K. newspapers. 

Women’ s-rights cam¬ 
paigners told the inquiry 
that newspapers treat 
women as sex objects and 
mis-report cases of rape and 
domestic violence. 

Anna Van Heeswijlc of 
women’s-campaigns group 
Object said that sexualized 
images of topless or skimpi¬ 
ly clad women in British 
tabloid newspapers damage 
the way young women 
think of their appearances 
and lifestyles. 

She said anyone who 
complained about the 
newspapers’ use of these 
images in turn was vilified, 
and pointed to how The 
Sun newspaper called law¬ 
maker Clare Short “fat, jeal¬ 
ous” when she tried to stop 


the tabloid from printing a 
daily photograph of a top¬ 
less woman on page 3. 

“Clearly the effect has 
been to close down free 
speech in relation to groups 
and individuals making a 
critique against these news¬ 
papers,” Van Heeswijlc said. 

Marai Larasi of campaign 
group End Violence Against 
Women said newspaper 
stories about attacks on 
women often focused on 
their actions, implying that 
somehow they had pro¬ 
voked their attackers. She 
said newspaper reports 
about a woman murdered 
by her husband after she 
announced a separation on 
social networking site Face- 
book focused on her ac¬ 
tions and not her husband’s 
violence. 

“The fact that it became 
known as a Faceboolc mur¬ 
der is symbolic,” she said. 
“It was the murder of a real 


woman by her partner.” 

The media-ethics inquiry 
was set up after revelations 
that Rupert Murdoch’s 
News of the World newspa¬ 
per had illegally listened to 


cellphone voice mails of 
celebrities, politicians and 
crime victims. New forms 
of press regulations are to 
be considered.

Somewhere down the hill 
we can hear a scrabbling 
in the undergrowth. 

A troop of raccoon-like 
coatis are hunting nearby 
but the jungle is too thick 
to reveal anything but 
shadows. A hummingbird 
—‘flower-kissers’ they 
call it here — flits ahead 
as we move along a trail 
that is barely larger than 
the animal tracks that 
zizag through the bush. 
During the last three 
hours we have seen few 
signs of human habita¬ 
tion. It is hard to believe 
that the bustle of Rio de 
Janeiro city centre lies 
just a short distance to 
our east. 

Jungle guide Raf Kiss 
checks the reading on his 
GPS: “We’re steadily gain¬ 
ing altitude,” he says. The 


burning tension in my 
thighs confirms his state¬ 
ment but in less than an 
hour we are victoriously 
clambering up a bamboo 
pole onto the giant boul¬ 
der that marks the sum¬ 
mit of Pedra Branca 
(White Stone Mountain). 
Looking across the forest¬ 
ed slopes I realize that 
most of the land between 
here and the city remains 
a pristine wilderness. 

Rio de Janeiro is one of 
the world’s great unsung 
trekking destinations. 
Both of the world’s two 
biggest urban forests can 
be found here: the im¬ 
mense Pedra Branca Mas¬ 
sif and Tijuca National 
Park. Only here can you 
find 120 square kilome¬ 
tres of rainforest just 15 
minutes from some of the 
world’s most famous 
beaches. 

Tijuca boasts more 


than 30 kilometres of 
near-deserted trails but 
there are also several 
much easier treks rising 
almost directly out of 
Rio’s gleaming sand, such 
as Dois Irmaos and Morro 
da Urea, home to large 
families of monkeys. The 
view from either of these 
peaks takes in two of the 
wonders of the world: the 
natural beauty of Guan- 
abara Bay and Christ the 
Redeemer on his Corcova- 
do perch high over the 
city. 

If you are after a more 
challenging expedition, 
however, Pedra Branca is 
capable of surpassing all 
your expectations. When 
Raf’s trusty GPS finally let 
us down, and we trekked 
right across Pedra Branca 
from end to end, and I 
gained a heightened re¬ 
spect for the world’s 
largest urban forest.

Growing up in a country 
where soccer is king, Abdul- 
lahi Kuso was 12 years old 
when he decided to chase 
another dream. 

The Kaduna, Nigeria, na¬ 
tive was a taller boy sprout¬ 
ing rapidly toward the 
six-foot-nine he stands to¬ 
day with the Halifax Rain- 
men. A family friend who 
coached basketball suggest¬ 
ed he give the sport a try, 
and having watched NBA 
highlights on television at a 
time when another Niger¬ 
ian — Hakeem ‘The Dream’ 
Olajuwon — was in his 
prime, Kuso took to it im¬ 
mediately. 

With veiy little formal 
training or organized com¬ 
petition, Kuso spent his 
time honing his post moves 
on Kaduna’s outdoor 
courts. 

“It’s mostly a lot of big 
men, playing, learning fun¬ 
damentals — no set plays 
or nothing,” Kuso says. 
“Grabbing the ball, dunk¬ 
ing it, mostly outdoors, not 
organized at all like it is in 
the rest of the world. But I 
loved the game. It was a lot 
of fun for me.” 

When he was 16 years 
old, Kuso got his break 
when a contingent of col¬ 
lege and NBA scouts came 
to his hometown to host a 
combine. That helped him 
land a junior college spot in 
Tallahassee, Fla., where he 


became an all-American 
and earned an NCAA Divi¬ 
sion I scholarship at Gonza¬ 
ga. 

Kuso had relatives in the 
U.S. who helped ease the 
transition — although he 
admits he initially ques¬ 
tioned his decision. 

“It was tough at first, es¬ 
pecially adjusting to the 
weather,” says Kuso, whose 
hometown forecast for 
Wednesday calls for a high 
of around 32 C. “When I 
came here, it was winter 
and it was snowing. I was 
like, ‘Oh my God ... What 
did I get myself into?”’ 

He ended up getting 
comfortable and averaged 
5.4 points and 4.3 rebounds 
in two seasons from 2006 
to 2008 at Gonzaga. 

Following in the foot¬ 
steps of Olajuwan as an 
NBA player probably won’t 
happen for the 27-year-old, 
but he’s in his fourth sea¬ 
son as a pro and is averag¬ 
ing 6.7 points and 6.8 
rebounds for the Rainmen.

A dominating win by Roger 
Federer in his 1,000th 
career match and a more 
difficult workout for Rafael 
Nadal set up a rare Grand 
Slam marquee semifinal 
between the former top- 
ranked players. 

Four-time Australian 
Open champion Federer ad¬ 
vanced to his ninth straight 
semifinal at Melbourne 
Park with a 6-4, 6-3, 6-2 
quarter-final win Tuesday 
over Juan Martin del Potro, 
the man who beat him for 
the U.S. Open title in 2009.

win over Tomas Berdych. 

“Happy with how I 
finished match physically, I 
was able to keep running 
with high intensity,” Nadal 
said. 

Federer and Nadal have 
been on opposite halves of 
the draw since the 2005 
French Open. That was the 
last time the pair met in a 
Grand Slam semifinal, won 
that year by Nadal in four 
sets.

B uilding and selling cars in 

today’s economic climate is one 
thing. Forcing new technology 
into the marketplace is quite an¬ 
other considering the risk-reward sce¬ 
nario. Billions of dollars spent on 
untested, unproven and ever-changing 
markets. 

Despite the focus on electric cars 
and other forms of alternative fuel and 
all the money spent developing it, the 
simple fact is that if buyers have 
cheaper and more convenient options 
— especially when cash and credit are 
already tight — they will take that al¬ 
ternative just about every time. 

The budding electric-vehicle market 
sounds tempting and even exciting, 
but the vehicles are pricey, don’t go 
very far on a charge, it can take sever¬ 
al hours for a top-up and there’s the 
bigger question about where to top up 
when you are away from home. For 
the short term, electric cars will be 
small and limited to short highway 
jaunts and in-city driving. 

More relevant to the masses for the 
2012 model year are the obvious fuel- 
economy strides made on the cars we 
are more likely to buy: Internal 
combustion and gas-electric hybrids 
that blend gasoline engines with 
helper electric motors to seriously cut 
consumption. 

When it comes to internal combus¬ 
tion, automakers have handled the fu¬ 
el-economy challenge in four key 
ways: Cutting the flab; going with 
smaller engines (and bolting on power 
adders where necessary, such as super¬ 
chargers and turbochargers); adding 
transmission gears to increase an 
engine’s mechanical advantage and re¬ 
duce the revs on the highway; and new 
engine technology such as direct fuel 
injection and start-stop, which shuts 
off the car when it’s not moving. 

Each provides incremental 


climb. The 2012 Camaro ZL1, for ex¬ 
ample is pegged at 580 horsepower, 
granted those “fun” examples seem 
fewer and farther between, even as 




the average V6 now makes 300 
horsepower. 

In that context, fun is all 
around us. 

So, for 2012, it’s a mixed 
bag of fancy new wagons, the 
culling of poor-selling and in¬ 
efficient models, the arrival 
of sleek small cars from most 
of the major automakers, and 
raucous power in small doses. 
And this makes 2012 one of 
the most interesting new-car 
seasons of the last decade.

M itsubishi has picked the cars 
it wants to keep in its lineup 
and it’s not good news for the 
Galant, Endeavor and 
Eclipse.

GROWING GREEN FAMILIES 


TOYOTA PRIUS FAMILY EXPANDS TO THREE, INCLUDING THE V 


F or several years, it seems that the 
big news for Toyota has always re¬ 
volved around the Prius ... and 
why not. Over its decade on sale in 
three different versions, it has proven 
to be one of the most practical and 
cleanest ways so far to significantly re¬ 
duce emissions and fuel use. 

The 2012 Prius family is expanded 
to three with a plug-in hybrid version 
(PHEV) and a larger wagon that’s 
aimed at growing “green” families, 
dubbed Prius v. All three use the 98- 
horsepower, 1.8-litre four-cylinder en¬ 
gine teamed with a 27-kilowatt electric 
motor to produce 134 horsepower. The 
plug-in (PHEV) uses a larger and more 
powerful pack of lithium-ion batteries 
for an estimated 25 kilometres on elec¬ 
tricity alone at speeds up 100 km/h. 

That’s not a huge amount compared 
to the much longer ranges claimed by 
the Nissan Leaf electric vehicle (about 
160 kilometres) and Chevrolet Volt 
range-extended electric (65 kilometres 
in electric mode), but the smaller pack 
allows a full charge in only three hours 
using a household plug or half that with 
a 220-volt outlet. The really good part 
is that once the battery is drained, the 
car still acts like a regular Prius, 
meaning an average fuel- 
economy rating of

Taken as a whole, it would seem the 
Yaris didn’t require big changes and 
merely evolved, which is certainly the 
case for the new 2012 Camry sedan. 

The Camry’s oh-so-subtle changes 
include a pointier front end, chiselled 
front fenders and an accent crease 
extending across the doors and fenders. 
Toyota claims there is now slightly 
more passenger space resulting from 
cabin-layout adjustments. Inside, the 
organically shaped dashboard presents 
a layered appearance and buyers can 
now choose from four different uphol¬ 
stery finishes, depending on the model. 

Revisions to the front and rear 
suspension are designed to keep the 
Camry more stable in a straight line, 
sharpen steering response and improve 
ride comfort. Very little has changed un¬ 
der the hood, although Toyota now rates 
the standard-issue 178-horsepower, 2.5- 
litre four-cylinder at 8.2 1/100 km in the 
city and 5.6 highway, improved

Unfortunately, the PHEV gains 
about 55 kilograms in the conversion, 
and will likely cost a fair chunk more 
than the plain Prius’s $29,300 (2011) 
price tag.

DODGE PACKAGE ADDS AGGRESSION TO UNIQUE GRILLES, LIGHTS AND WHEELS 




T he 2011 model year was about 

modifying the product that Dodge 
wanted to sell so that it would ac¬ 
tually sell. The 2012 model year 
is about getting rid of what the compa¬ 
ny doesn’t want to sell, in particular the 
Nitro sport utility vehicle and the 
Dakota truck over at the Ram brand. 

As well, 2012 is the last model year 
for the Caliber small wagon. Another 
familiar tag is returning for the model 
year and that’s the Charger SRT8. 

Aside from the added aggression to the 
unique grilles, fascias, lights and 
wheels, the performance machine gets 
the same 6.4-litre “Hemi” (392 cubic 
inches) V8 found in the Challenger. 

Pushing out 470 horsepower 
(beating out the previous 6.1 by 45 


horsepower), it turns the Charger into a 
brash cruiser. Thankfully, the brakes 
are larger and the ride height is lowered 
and suspension firmed up to make sure 
the SRT8 turns and stops well as it ac¬ 
celerates. 

Keeping the regular Charger charg¬ 
ing is the new 3.6-litre V6 worth 292 
horsepower. The six-speed automatic 
transmission has been replaced in most 
cases by a new eight-speed automatic. 
The returning five-speed automatic is 
hooked to the base rear-drive V6, and 
all iterations of the venerable 370- 
horsepower 5.7-litre V8 installed as 
standard equipment in the Charger R/T. 

For the 2011 model year, the 
chrome-ringed crosshair grille was re¬ 
shaped and extended so the car looks 


more NASCAR-ish, which ain’t a bad 
thing. In addition, the featureless hood 
from the previous model was axed in 
favour of a sculpted aluminum bonnet 
and the scalloped body side panels 
evoke memories of the late-’60s Charg¬ 
ers. 

Out back, the full-length tail lamp 
bar pays specific homage to the 1970 
model. The reviews have been general¬ 
ly favourable as they have been for the 
revamped Durango. The big “D” was 
designed off the 2011 Jeep Grand 
Cherokee’s unitized (frameless) 
platform, which has also been receiving 
high marks for its stout architecture 
that’s capable of taking plenty of off¬ 
road abuse without twisting itself into a 
pretzel. It comes with the 290- 


horsepower version of the 3.6-litre 
“Pentastar” V6 as well as the optional 
360-horsepower 5.7-litre “Hemi” V8. 

The latter features a variable- 
displacement system that attempts to 
reduce fuel consumption by shutting 
down half of the engine’s eight 
cylinders under light load conditions. 
On the other hand, the Hemi-equipped 
Durango can tow heavy loads up to 
3,360 kilograms (2,820 for the V6) and 
can also carry up to seven passengers 
when using all three rows of seats. 

And since the same designers who 
penned the GC’s interior also created 
the Durango’s interior, it should be a 
slam dunk that comfort and roominess 
will also be first rate.

POPULAR MDX 
SUV AND ZDX 
COUPE/WAGON 

A cura makes great driving vehicles 
that have historically been light 
on pizzazz and drama. There is a 
general shift with Honda’s 
upscale division, though, as you can 
clearly see in the popular MDX sport 
utility vehicle, the ZDX coupe/wagon 
and the somewhat controversial TL 
sedan with its large front and rear metal 
shields. Or maybe not that 
controversial since Acura has retreated 


for the 2012 model year with a much 
more conservative look that will likely 
garner just as much criticism as the 
nose being replaced. 

Surprisingly for Acura, it’s the 
biggest news to report for the 2012 
model year as all the really big changes 
have already been made for 2010 and 
2011, specifically, the addition of the 
ZDX wagon, a restyle of the RL, a car 
that despite all its qualities, is likely in 
need of a full-on redesign. 

Although it’s an excellent road car 
that’s packed with the very best 
features, including Super Handling All 
Wheel Drive, buyers have thus far not 
flocked to the rather pedestrian-looking 
RL. That might have something to do 
with the TL that, despite its controver¬ 


sial looks, at least makes a styling 
statement of some sort and uses the 
same basic mechanicals as the RL. 

In fact, the MDX and newer ZDX 
wagons also use the same basic power- 
train, but where the MDX is really 
about utility and passenger space, the 
ZDX is all about... well... who really 
knows, but it is, by far, the coolest Acu¬ 
ra in the fleet, even if it’s the most im¬ 
practical with its tiny rear passenger 
doors and entry/exit antics that require 
pushing your knees perilously close to 
your chin. 

Even still, with a price that comes dan¬ 
gerously close to that of the MDX, we 
would pick the ZDX every time, proving 
that style often wins out over engineering 
and practicality, especially when the en¬ 


gineering playing field is level. 

Of particular note is Acura’s Super 
Handling All Wheel Drive that’s right 
up there with Audi’s Quattro system. 
Most Acuras either have it or are avail¬ 
able with it. Aside from providing the 
usual sure-footedness when the roads 
are crappy, the system will overdrive 
the outside rear wheel in a corner to re¬ 
duce the likelihood of understeer, 
which is a condition that might 
otherwise put you in the ditch if you are 
travelling too quickly for conditions. 

Small changes for the 2012 model 
year include a TSX Special Edition 
sedan that includes a number of interi¬ 
or/exterior upgrades aimed at making 
this entry sedan a little more sporty.

The Skyactiv’s performance is achieved from a higher- 
than-usual 12.0:1 compression ratio. Normally this 
would necessitate a premium-gasoline diet, but changes 
to the fuel management and engine design allow it to 
burn lower-octane — and less expensive — regular fuel. 

The Skyactiv’s six-speed automatic is the real fuel 
miser here with a consumption rating of 7.11/100 1cm 
city and 4.9 highway. 

That’s a major improvement over the 8.7/6.0 rating 
of the five-speed-automatic/base-2.0 combo. 


A few hundred kilometres of 
seat time confirms that the na¬ 
ture of the Mazda3 has changed 
for the better. 

Although hardly a rocket ship 
(check out the 263-horsepower 
Mazdaspeed3 if that’s your 
pleasure), the new model drives 
in a much sportier manner and 
certainly feels peppier. 


Compared to the standard Mazda3, there’s a 
revised — as in more aerodynamic — nose and 
tail. There’s also a new Slcyactiv 2.0-litre four-cylin¬ 
der engine that’s brimming with high-tech tricks. 

It produces 155 horsepower and 148 pound-feet 
of torque. The base non-Slcyactiv 2.0-litre engine 
makes 148 horsepower and 135 pound-feet of 
torque and is only available in base of the sedan. 
The optional 167-horsepower 2.5-litre four- 
cylinder also carries over in both sedan and hatch.

It’s common for automak¬ 
ers to give labels to their 
more fuel-efficient offer¬ 
ings, whether that efficien¬ 
cy is real or perceived.

There’s Ford’s EcoBoost 
line of engines as well as 
Chevrolet’s Ecotec and eAs- 
sist.

Mazda, however, has tak¬ 
en the name game one step 
further by branding a 
whole car with its new 
“Skyactiv” magic wand. 

The rationale behind this 
approach is straightfor¬ 
ward. Mazda thinks tradi¬ 
tional gasoline and diesel 
engines will remain the 


most popular form of auto¬ 
motive propulsion for the 
next few years. It therefore 
makes sense to continue re¬ 
fining those powerplants to 
be more efficient rather 
than spending millions of 
dollars on alternative-fuel 
vehicles, which make up a 
tiny slice of the pie. 

Fair enough, but the real¬ 
ity is that other manufac¬ 
turers are also refining 
internal combustion while 
still finding the resources to 
explore hybrids and 
electrics. Just look at the 
Chevrolet Volt. But what 
you won’t read elsewhere is 
that Skyactiv is really a 
wholesale approach to a 
better driving experience 
with a reengineered chas¬ 
sis, transmissions and steer¬ 
ing. 

Fuel economy is just one 
aspect.

stance. 

Hybrids still seem only 
to attract those “early 
adopters” of technology.

Will mainstream buy¬ 


ers ever make the shift? 

I put that question to 
Jim Lentz, president of 
Toyota’s U.S. sales divi¬ 
sion, just after he had the 
honours of unveiling the 
automaker’s newest hy¬ 
brid — Prius-c — at the re¬ 
cent auto show in Detroit.

Lentz felt some main¬ 
stream buyers have al¬ 
ready made the shift, by 
virtue of their acceptance 
of the hybrid versions of 
Camry and Highlander. 
He admitted, however, 
that mainstream hybrid 
buyers have yet to show 
up “in abundance.” 

“But I think by the mid¬ 
dle of this decade, it will 
become a mainstream 
technology,” said Lentz. 

Earlier, he had outlined 
how the company plans 
to grow its hybrid busi¬ 
ness: by getting more hy¬ 
brids into the hands of 
early adopters of every 
stripe, and letting this in¬ 
creasingly larger group 
prove the righteousness 
of the technology (not his 
words exactly). 

Then, these early 
adopters become advo¬ 
cates of the hybrid cause 
and help it reach broader 
appeal. 

Well that’s one way of 
looking at it. The other is 
that mainstream buyers 
have had lots of chances 
to take long, hard looks at 
hybrid technology and 
said “no thanks.” 

Lentz acknowledges 
that mainstream buyers 
are partially focused on 
fuel prices. If they go up, 
they should turn to hy¬ 
brids. If they don’t, they 
might not. 

For that reason, he 
wouldn’t hazard a guess 
as to what percentage of 
Toyota sales might be hy¬ 
brids and/or other alterna¬ 
tive technology in the 
next few years.

that,” noted Lentz. 

“Once hybrids are ac¬ 
cepted throughout the 
mainstream, beyond the 
fluctuation of price, it will 
be easier to gauge that 
percentage.” 

But the hybrid plot cer¬ 
tainly thickened with the 
introduction of this new 
Prius-c (the “c” is for city). 

The newest member of 
the Prius family looks like 
a great, little hatch, even 
before you consider its 
billing as the most fuel-ef¬ 
ficient vehicle you can 
buy without a plug. Toy¬ 
ota Canada says its com¬ 
bined city/highway rating 
is 3.7 L/100 1cm (53 mpg). 

Also expect a starting 
MSRP below $21,000. Its 
desired audience is 
young, urban buyers pre¬ 
viously priced out of the 
hybrid market. Lentz 
called it a “gateway” vehi¬ 
cle for hybrid technology. 

“It’s a key component 
to the overall Prius strate¬ 
gy, by adding substantial 
incremental sales, and 
more importantly getting 
advocates to the Prius 
family and to the broad 
acceptance of hybrids.”

One of the most dangerous 
drivers is the “red-light run¬ 
ner” — one who, whether 
through inattention or im¬ 
patience, doesn’t stop at a 
red light. 

Researchers are now 
working to predict which 
drivers are going to do this 
and potentially program 
your car to warn you. 

Red-light runners can be 
identified because they 
don’t have the right “brak¬ 
ing profile,” says Jonathan 
How, R.C. Maclaurin profes¬ 
sor of aerospace at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT). 

“They’re not slowing 
down, which could be a 
case of just having missed 
the light,” he says. 

“Or someone braking 
but not sufficiently, so the 
system would detect that 
they wouldn’t likely stop in 
time.” 



By using these parame¬ 
ters, the MIT researchers 
came up with an algorithm 
that predicts when an on¬ 
coming car is likely to run a 
red light. 

Testing with data collect¬ 
ed from an actual intersec¬ 
tion, they correctly 
identified red-light runners 
85 per cent of the time, pre¬ 
dicting within a couple of 
seconds whether a driver 
would run the light. 

That could give other 
drivers enough time to re¬ 
act, providing they were 
given the information. 

The ideal warning, How 
says, is through an existing 


technology called vehicle- 
to-vehicle (V2V) communi¬ 
cation, in which cars 
wirelessly “talk” to each 
other to exchange informa¬ 
tion. Using the information 
in the algorithm, a car that 
suspects its driver isn’t go¬ 
ing to stop would broadcast 
that to other cars approach¬ 
ing the intersection. Those 
cars would flash warnings 
to their drivers, who could 
then brake or take other 
evasive action. 

How says the system, 
built into new cars and 
retrofitted to existing ones, 
could potentially hit the 
market in five to 10 years.
